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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The disclosure, as originally filed, failed to provide support for "forming at 
least one transversely extending crosspiece" in Fig. 4 (claim 1, lines 1 1-12 and claim 15, lines 9- 
10). The crosspiece (70) is formed by forming the two longitudinal slots without crossing the 
each other, not by performing a subsequent step to form the crosspiece. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as failing to 
set forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. Evidence that claims fail 
to correspond in scope with that which applicant(s) regard as the invention can be found in the 
reply filed 6/9/05. In that paper, applicant has stated "locating at least one transversely 
crosspiece substantially at a longitudinal midpoint of the interconnect slot," and this statement 
indicates that the invention is different from what is defined in the claim(s) because the 
transversely crosspiece is not formed by a subsequent step. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims as shown above have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

As far as the status of the claims are concerned, the examiner is totally confused as to 
what the applicants are intended to claim. For the moment, lets just deal with the claims as noted 
above. For your information, the examiner has addressed the applicants concerns regarding the 
restriction requirement in the previous office action.
